SHROUDED IN MYSTERY. 


A Cabinet Council Suddenly Called by 


Olney ' 


Washington. July ly.-Secretary Olncj 


_ aixlved suddenly '*nd unexpectedly In 


Washington to-day and summoned a 


- council of the cabinet officers In town 


which lasted for two hours. Mr. Olnc) 
left Falmouth, his summer home, yestcr 
day moiiilng for Boston, and departed 
from that 'city for Washington late In 
tho afternoon. He reached here abou 
noon and went almost Immediately to th< 
War Department, where he had an hour: 
talk with Secretary. Lament. 
Shortly before 4 o'clock Mr. Olney call 
ed on Secretary Herbert at his office anc 
the two walked over to the State De 
Partment. where Secretary Carlisle am 
Attorney Genofm Harmon, who -had been 
summoned by telephone. Joined them soor 
after. For two hours the four cablnc 
officers wero closeted with Mr. Olney ant 
during that time rumors of many sorts 
and conditions floated about the corrl 
dors of the State, War and Navy build 
ing. Ono-rumor. which one of the cabl 
net officers promptly stamped as ur 
founded was that Mr. Cleveland waa II 
at Bray Gables, but neither conflrmatlor 
or denial could be secured to other stp 
rlcs which sought to give an eiplanatlor 
for the sudden summoned meeting.

Cleveland was not 111. While all dlscus- 
ilon of tho alleged reasons for the con- 
'erence will be mere speculation, more, 
confidence can bo placed In the report 
hat Cuban affairs brought Mr. Olney to 
.Y«Ehlnston. than In any of the rumors 
circulated, for the reason that Cuba Is 
now the most embarrassing problem to be 
solved by this government, and. with tho 
exception of the Mora claim, Is the only 
question of Immediate seriousness that 
confronts the administration. Statements 
concerning the organization of flllbuster- 
.ng expeditions In places on the Southern 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts have been prev- 
alent during the past week, and the reve- 
)ue cutter service and the navy have 
t»en doing all that can bo done to pre- 
vent s«ch expeditions from leaving this 
country for Cuba. The Washington gov- 
ctnmcnt has been-much embarrassed by 
the frequent complaints ot Spanish dlo- 
loraatlc.and consular officers In the Unit- 
ed States that expeditions were forming 
with a hostile pui^osc toward Spanish 
rulo In Cuba and It Is not Improbable that 
It has been,decided by the President to 
take action that will prevent claims by 
Spain against the United States for vio- 
lations of the neutrality laws, and that 
Mr. Olnev's visit and the cabinet confer- 
ence were for tho puiposo of devising 
ways and means of protecting this gov- 
ernment In that regard seems reasona- 
bly certain. . 


Mr. Olney will leave Washington for 


Falmouth at 11 o'clock to-mouow.

FOR MONEY.

San Francisco. July ».—A squad of .po- 


lice and a-free distribution of generous 
"raps_by clubs was all that mved Chinese 
Consul General LI wing Yu from annl- 


Chlcago. July 10.—All night last night 


two detectives from the central station 
wero engaged In digging In tho basement 
and searching the building at- 701 Sixty- 
third street In search of tho bodies.of 
Minnie Williams and her beautiful sister 
who It Is supposed wero murdered by Dr. 
H. H. Holmes, now under arrest In Phil- 
adelphia, charged with tho murder of 
Benjamin Pletzel. There was a rumor In 
police circles this rooming that tho de- 
tectives had found In an old stove charred 
human bones and a watch charm, which 
Is believed to have belonged to Mlnnlo 
Williams. 
During the World's Fair Dr. Holmes 


occupied the lower floor of the three-story 
building at 701 Sixty-third street. During 
his residence there both Minnie Williams 
and her sister lived with Mm. They were 
beautiful, and possessed 5 considerable 
amount of money. Suddenly the sisters 
disappeared. Nothing was thought of tho 
matter at the time, as-It was supposed 
that they had gone to friends In different 
parts of the country. 
From the quantity of bones found, It 


was thought that more than one body 
had been burned In the stove found, but 
this the detectives were unable to de- 
tsrmlne. All of the bones were wrapped 
up and will be submitted to an expert 
for examination to ascertain whether 
there are duplicate pieces. 


Detectives Norton and Fltzpatrlck arc 


now fully convinced that they have found 
the remains of the Williams sisters, and 
that they were murdered by Holmes. The 
work of Identification Is yet to be accom- 
plished, and it will be difficult. The only 
clew which points strongly to the Identi- 
fication of tho bones Is the piece of 
watch chain and some hair olns which 
aro said to have foinierly belonged to 
Minnie.

There wore four other children In 
tho house at the time, but they escaped 
without Injury. The children were alone 
In the house. 
The horse of Joseph Dam was blown 


Into the river, ,and In attempting to res- 
cue It, Mr. Dam' sustained serious In- 
juries. A horse of Julius Bclknap was 
also blown into the river, together with 
a shed which tho wind took a fancy to 
set down In Pine river. The damage to 
Bclknap's brickyard will not be covered 
by J.1.000. Joseph Gouallt. a workman at 
the brickyards was Injured by a falling 
brick. A largo chimney at Shaldon's 
brickyard was blown to the Around and 
came neat striking on a high pressure 
boiler. Tho dour 'was torn off the Hotel 
Cadillac. 
A Liberty pole now stands upside down 
through the roof of one of th'e largest 
store buildings In the city. The big 
steamer Maryland of the Inter-ocean lino 
was caught by the wind and blown 
nhiound on the Canadian side of the river 
Just below this city. She was released 
about four hours afterwards by her sis- 
ter barge, the Manchester,, which stcamfd 
along about an hour after {he big fello»v 
had been victimized by the hurricane.

Important Astronomical OUeorery. 


OaklnrtJ. Cal.. July 19.-tf>rof. Charles 


liurckhalter, who Is In charge of Cha/- 
bot observatory, has perfected his Inven- 
tion whereby an accurate photograph of 
the sun's corona can be taken. The In- 
vention has attracted some little atten- 
tion among astronomers. 


In the past, astronomers have always 


worked under a disadvantage in photo- 
KraphlriR the sun's corona on account of 
tho varying Intensity of tho light from 
tho corona. It has been Impossible to set 
an accurate picture of tho whole corona 
at the same time. If the sensitive plate 
was exposed long enough >o form a prop- 
er Image of the outer portion of the cor- 
ona, 
that part of the plate which re-, 


celved tho rays from the Inner portion 
would be all burnt, so that none of the 
characteristics of that part of the corona 
would be shown.
